Schurig, superintendent of construc­ 
tion rf public buildings for the Unit­ 
ed States treasury 
department

Washington. D. L\, arrived in ?be city 
on instructions following a letter from 
Postm aster K. E. Codding 
to 
the 
proper authorities in Washington, to 
the effect that the present postoffice 
building is inadequate to meet the 
demands of increased business. 
The postoffice building was con­ 
structed in 1892. and ten years later 
the business had increased to such 
an extent that for the past three years 
it ha* been much tco small for the 
city and patrons in surrounding ter­ 
ritory. 
The building cost $49,581.33. 
Mr. Schurig is here under instruc­ 
tions to confer with tho custodian 
and make a general examination of 
the building to see if alterations are 
possible to enlarge it to meet the 
demands

Discussing the delay in the submis­ 
sion of the stone contract, Mr. Ste­ 
phens said; 
“The commission expects Mr. Gill 
to select the stone for the state cap­ 
itol without further delay. 
Under the 
terms of the contract he should have 
submitted 
his 
sample 
stone, and 
other material covered by sub-con­ 
tracts to the commission within six 
j week** from November 21, w hen he 
I was awarded the contract. 
Ile has 
not done so. 
“He must do something immedi­ 
ately. 
We can not have this work 
tied up. 
The contract requires the 
building to be completed by July I 
1916. 
The quarrying of stone should 
begin at once in order that there be 
no delays in the construction of the 
capitol. 
It will take some time for 
the quarries which got the contract 
to put in the necessary facilities foi 
handling the work expeditiously and 
satisfactorily. 
That’s another reason 
why the stone contract should be set­ 


tled at once. 
“The commission will not put up 
with m u ch more delay. A lot of other 
contracts are tied up by the stone 
proposition. 
These should be settled 
as soon as possible, but they must 
await the awarding of the contract 


for stone. 
“We expected Mr. Gill to submit 
his contract for stone a week ago 
but he asked for more time.

Skim milk is one of the very best 
feeds for both young chickens and lay 
ing hens. 
The casein, or-curdy part 
of the milk, largely supplies the pro­ 
tein necessary for laying hens, while 
for fattening fowls there is nothing 
superior to milk for making white, 
juicy, delicate flesh. The milk may be 
led either sweet or sour aud may be 
given as a drink or mixed with wheat 
bran and oatmeal or both. 
Sour skim milk, or buttermilk, fed 
to hens confined in yard or small rangs 
keeps them in health. 
The acid of 
the milk supplies the lack of vegetable 
acid they would pick up in on grass 
pasture—the butterm ilk aids digestion. 
Poultrymen near the wholesale city 
milkmen and creameries can often buy 
the sour milk for ten cents per gal 
ion. At this price It is a cheap food

HAISE WHEAT ON CORN LAND 


Investigation Shows That Crop Was 
Much Larger Than on Any Other 
Soil 
In 
Northwest. 


A singular fact came to the at 
tention of farmers of the north cen 
tral states during harvest time. When 
ever wheat had been sown on cora 
land the crop was much larger than 
on any other soil. 
Investigation has 
shown this to be the case on so many 
farms that it is believed to be the 
universal rule. 
It is, perhaps, fair to assume that 
in any scheme of crop rotation 
the 
intelligent farmer looks to the 
ad 
vantage of thorough cultivation 
be­ 
fore anything else. Certainly he may 
with propriety be so advised. 
But 
the next wise step would be to let 
wheat follow* corn. 
When land plainly shows the need 
of a rest a couple of crops of Colver, 
millet or Canada peas serve the pur­ 
pose. The farmer who is fitting cattle 
or hogs for m arket needs corn and 
other fodder and he w ill find profit in 
this sort of diversification, perhaps 
far beyond what he can gain from 
raising wheat. 
The whole argument 
is in favor of an intelligent diversity 
of crops as well as a thorough cult! 
ration of the soil. 


Renovating the Old Orchard. 
To change neglected orchards from 
a state of worthlessness and disgrace 
to thftt of a revenue producer and a 
I pleasing plantation, we should begin 
I by giving the trees as good soil cond!- 
I Bons as possible, 
lf necessary, drain 
! between every row* of trees. 
If the 
ground is very hard it may be neces­ 
sary to subsoil a space, say ten feet, 
wide, between each row of trees. Go 
over the orchard and note the varie­ 
ties of which the trunks are sound, 
and which will make good stock on 
which to graft.

sect infestation which a clustered, 
crowded condition especially favors. 


Apples Nipped by Frost. 
Apples nipped ou the trees by earl} 
frosts may be saved by spraying with 
cold water to draw out the frost. This 
is the conclusion of Dr. S. J. Hunter, 
professor of entomology of the Univer­ 
ity of Kansas and state entomologist 
for that state, who conducted several 
experiments this fall in the experimen­ 
tal orchards of the university, if the 
w*ater is applied before the apples be­ 
gin to thaw*, he says, the bloom of the 
apple is brought back and it is left 
in perfect condition. 


Feed for Colts. 
After the colt has been weaned he 
should be supplied with all the good 
clover hay lie will eat, being allowed 
to feed off the ground. A liberal sup­ 
ply of chopped oats should form a part 
of the ration, and it may be made more 
palatable and digestible by pouring 
boiling water over them and allowing 
Them to stand in a closed vessel a few 
tours before feeding.

Discovery While Rummaging 
Through an Old Trunk.

K ansas , City. — While 
around in an old trunk containing r 
lot of old papers and fancily effects 
Edmund I). Hicks. 2109 Belleview ave 
nqe, found an interesting old map, the 
property .of his father, which outlinec 
the course of the Oregon trail marked 
out by Capt. John C. Frem ont on His 
western expedition in June, 1812. Th* 
course began at W estport , lancing 
near the mouth of the Kaw' river, on 
June ll, and w ent southw est through 
the town of W estport across Turkey 
creek and joined the old S anta1 Fe 
trail from Independence, 20 miles from 
Westport, landing. 
According to the field notes of Cap 
fain Frem ont the party halted at noon 
that day ?joar the spot where Olathe, 
Ka?., now is. 
They left the Santa. Fe 
trail that same day, and the next day 
they crossed the Kakarusa river near 
Lawrence, continuing the course west 
along the Kaw river. 
Lawrence, To­ 
peka and other cities now' lying along 
tho Kaw are features 
which 
have 
come since the tour of Captain Fre­ 
mont. 
None of them is noted on the 
map. They crossed the Kaw near the 
present site of Topeka, and struck out 
north along the little Blue river, and 
struck the Platte river a t Grand Is­ 
land. 
The territory is marked here 
and there with regard to the Indian 
tribes encountered. 
Pawnees. Sioux 
rind Snake Indians inhabited the corn? 
try they traversed. 
Notes along the 
way to Captain Frem ont tell posterity 
th at near W estport, elk and deer, the 
only game, are very scarce. 
The first herd of buffalo was sighted 
by Frem ont's p a rty on .Tune 30. 365 
miles from W estport landing. 
Fre 
mont complains from time to tim e that 
the Indians steal provisions at night, 
and on one or two occasions, made an 
open attack on the scouting party. 
The trail ended a t Fort W alla W alia, 
among the Nez Perces Indians, Oc­ 
tober 27. 1842. The course from W est­ 
port landing to its term inus is 1,670 
miles long. 
The map was made and compiled by 
Charles Preuss, a m em ber of Fre- 
montes party, in 3816. and was litho­ 
graphed by order of the United States 
senate by E. W eber & Co., Baltimore.
